ALLIED HEADQUAR-

(On Wednesday, the Axis report- 
ed that a huge Allied troop con- 
voy, including a 50,000-ton Cunard 
liner and warships, had entered the 
Mediterranean.) 


BOMB AIRFIELDS 

The enemy air bases which would 
be most important in defence 
against Allied invasion were hit 
hard by the Allied bombers, who 
dropped more than 4,000 fragment- 
ation bombs on the Decimomannu 
airfield on Sardinia. 

Villacidro airfield also was 
battered by the medium bombers, 
Warhawks and Lightnings, and 
Pantelleria was attacked twice. 
Big fires were started on the air- 
fields and a freighter was strafed 
in the Gulf of Paims, on the 
southwest coast of Sardinia.

Greek submarine has sunk two 
small German ships off Crete, in 
the Mediterranean, a Greek gov- 
ernment in London communique 
said today. 

The submarine Papanicolis was 
operating with the Royal Navy 
when it intercepted a small supply 
ship flying the German flag, the 
bulletin said.

WASHINGTON, May 28—(CP) 
—R.C.A.F. pilots, aiding United 
States forces in their effort to 
clear the Japanese out of the 
western Aleutian islands, bomb- 
ed the main comp on Kiske 
island May 25, the navy depart- 
ment announced today. 

It was the first time in several 
weeks that the navy department 
has mentioned participation of 
Canadian pilots in the aerial at-

The attack on Kiska was first an- 
nounced in yesterday's commun- 
ique, but at that time it was not 
mentioned that the Warhawks— 
fighters armed with bombs—which 
took part were manned by,Cana- 
dians. It merely said that the 
main camp was bombed and hits 
scored in the vicinity of enemy gun 
emplocements and other areas. 

Today's communique disclosed 
the fact that Canadians flew these 
planes, and said that on May 26 the 
attack was followed by an Ameri- 
can army planes which made three 
attacks on the main area and run- 
way, scoring numerous hits, 

The raids were believed design 
ed to destroy Japanese ammunition 
and supplies on the island, which 
is east of the island of Attu where 
American soldiers neared the end 
of their compaign to wrest the 
rocky island from the Japanese.

Members ‘‘Pepper” Ralston 
With Questions on Army, 


Health, Welfare of Troops 


OTTAWA, May 28.—(CP)—The House of Commons 
gave yesterday afternoon to the Canadian Army and mem- 
bers peppered Defence Minister Ralston with questions about 
the soldier, his command, his health, his achievements, his 
pay and his peace of mind. + 


Answering, Col. Ralston reveal- 
ed, among other things, that: 

1—Thirty-seven German prison- 
ers were taken in the Dieppe raid, 
25 of them navy ratings, eight sol- 
diers and four air force. 

2—Male enlistments in the army 
since the war began to last April 
30 totalled 469,066, on the basis of 
telegraphic returns, with 34,535 in 
the first four months of this year. 


FORMS ISSUED 

3—Forms have been issued for 
distribution to Canadians serving 
in the United States forces, inform- 
ing them of their right to choose 
eervice in the Canadian army. He 
could not estimate the number of 
the 6,000 in the United States forces 
who might choose to transfer, but 
he understood a considerable num- 
ber of applications had been receiv- 
ed by the Canadian military attache 
at Washington. 

4—That every national defence 
headquarters officer is available 
for service wherever required. 
The minister defended his head- 
quarters staff and praised its ser- 
vice, after J. E. Pouliot (Lib, 
Temiscouata) had referred to pro- 
motions of officers “Whe won 
their spurs in Ottawa.” 

§—By arrangement between the 
defence and munitions departments, 
wartime housing accommodation 
was made available for soldiers’ de- 
pendents in severely congested 
areas where the need was grave. 


NEW CATEGORIZATION 

@—A new system of categoriza- 
tion of recruits is being adopted. 
This will deal with cases such as 
that of a man with two fingers off 
who was capable of being a good 
soldier, but who previously was put 
in a category lower than A because 
of his defect. Now the recruit’s de- 
fect will be considered in relation 
to the work he is expected to do. 

Yesterday's discussion was in the 
continued debate on the $3,890, 
000,000 war appropriation resolu- 
tion. 

The minister gave army enlist- 
ments this year as follows: 

January, 11,631; February, 8,927; 
March, 7,535; and April, 6,442.

Servicemen’s Property 


Most if not all the provinces have 
adopted measures to prevent the property 
of enlisted men being confiscated for debts 
or taxes. These provincial acts are now 
being studied by officials of the depart- 
ment of justice, with a view to taking what 
action may be necessary to make the pro- 
tection uniform throughout the Dominion. 
That is no more than fair to the men from 
one province as against those from an- 
other. They are all enlisted in national 
forces, and the national authority should 
see that they are all treated alike, and 
treated fairly. 

It may be that little federal interfer- 
ence will be found to be necessary. That 
is to be hoped. But should it be that some 
of the provincial legislatures have been 
niggardly in the matter, or have passed 
faulty legislation, this is the time to find 
out such defects, remedy them and estab- 
lish equal security for the men from all 
provinces. Should this involve trespass- 
ing on the field of provincial jurisdiction 
over property and civil rights, it could not 
be done in a better cause nor with more 
assured public approval. 

No soldier, sailor or airman should 
have cause to worry about losing his pro- 
perty for debts or taxes while he is serv- 
ing the country—nor during the readjust- 
ment period after the war.

The Wolf Packs 


Good news from the Battle of the At- 
lantic must always be taken with reserve. 
A week has sometimes changed the pic- 
ture, and dashed hopes that the submarine 
menace was fading. That menace, it must 
always be remembered, will not end until 
Germany is beaten, and a period of fewer 
sinkings may be followed by distressing re- 
ports of many Allied ships sent to the bot- 
tom. 

As yet the spring U-boat campaign has 
not turned out as the enemy hoped and as 
the Allied authorities feared it might. 
April sinkings were far fewer than those 
of March, so much fewer as to make that 
one of the best months of the war. And 
May has thus far recorded even fewer 
sinkings than April. ° 

On the other side of the account, Hitler 
never lost submarines as fast as he has 
been losing them in recent weeks. In part 
that is because there are now more of them 

* to be destroyed along the sea lanes. But 
largely it is due to more hunters being on 
the job, to extension of the convoy system 
clear across the sea, and—not least—to 
the systematic smashing of the bases in 
Europe where these craft are built and 
serviced. 

Encouraging as this is, the favorable 
trend may be deceptive. The all-out U-boat 
offensive may have been postponed until 
the attack on Russia is to be started, or 
the undersea fleet may be held in reserve 
for concentrating in Evropean waters to 
resist Allied invasion moves. Barring these 
possibilities the inference could be drawn 
that the peak of the menace has passed.

Why Meat Rations? 


One reason why Canadians must eat 

leas meat can be foufid in the news des- 
patches from Hot Springs, Virginia, where 
@ United Nations food conference has been 
in progress for some days. Russia sent an 
exceptionally strong delegation to the con- 
ference to urge that increased supplies of 
food are not less necessary than munitions 
if the Red army is to strike the blows 
which its strength should make possible. 

To the end of April more than 1,000,- 
000 tons of food had been sent from the 
United States to Russia, and during March 
food comprised 40 per cent of all ship- 
ments to that country. But more is need- 
ed, and a far larger volume of supplies 
will be required indefinitely, for the 
choicest of Russia's farm lands are in 
enemy hands and farm labor has been 
largely drawn into the army and munitions 
plants. 

_So far as known Canada has not been 
shipping food direct to Russia. But the 
United States is short of meat, in part 
because of shipments there and to Britain. 
Canada must help make up that shortage, 
as well as meet the constantly growing de- 
mands of our own armed forces. In effect 
the food resources of Canada and the Un- 
ited States are pooled, and the more we put 
into the pool the more can be sent to 
Russia—and to Britain. 

Meat production cannot be expanded 
ina matter of days or weeks. A oe 
ripens in six or eight months, but a beef 
crop ures a year and a half to three 
years. Greatly as production has increas- 
ed im Canada over the Jast three years, as 
in the United States, consumption by Al- 
lied nations and armies has more than 
kept pace. 

If the Russians are to keep fighting 
they will have to keep eating, and it is up 
to Canadians to supply our share of their 
food. Meat rationing will help us do it.

ally displaying a particularly keen interest 
in the subject. 

The controversy is about equally divid- 
ed between where and when. One day Nor- 
way is the chosen landing place, the next 
it may be France or Italy or the Balkans. 
There is an equally rich variety and fluctu- 
ation of opinions as to time. Last week 
the invasion was imminent; it could be 
looked for any day. This week the sug- 
gestion is quite general that the ground 
troops may be held back.while the air- 
men show what they can do over a matter 
of a month or so. 

A point worth noting is that the Allied 
authorities do not seem to have any ob- 
jection to this campaign of conjecture. 
Rather they appear to favor it. From 
those quarters come frequent hints which 
keep the deducers talking and the inter- 
preters busy. Mr. Churchill fed fuel to 
the fires of debate, apparently of purpose, 
in his address to Congress. Mr. Roosevelt 
has contributed some remarks which gave 
new life to the discussion. Moscow throws 
in a word now and then that prevents the 
contestants going stale. 

What is behind it all? Perhaps noth- 
ing but the natural curiosity of the peo- 
ples of the United Nations as to where the 
blow will be struck. But whether purely 
spontaneous or officially inspired, the in- 
vasion talk has one useful result, the 
greater because of the ebb and flow of the 
argument from place to place and from 
date to date. It is keeping the enemy in a 
healthy state of excitement. 

The broadcasts from Berlin and Rome: 
make that clear enough. The war of 
nerves has back-fired—and now it is the 
Nazis and the Fascists who are looking in 
every direction for the invasion they know 
will come sometime and someplace. They 
asked for worry. May they get plenty.

Russia

It is also, in all probability, a 
part of a general agreement which 
Stalin is trying to reach in respect 
of post-war arrangements, involv- 
ing such questions as Russian bor- 
ders, spheres of influence, and 
alliances with the western powers. 

Such arrangements have long 
perspectives, To assume that 
Stalin is “temporarily” suspending 
the Comintern, at a moment when 
he is trying to reach agreements 


for a period of decades, is childish. 
The Russian-British treaty, made 
for twenty-years, is a proof that 
Stalin is thinking in terms of de- 
cades 

It is the move of a nationalist 
statesman who is thinking wholly 
in terms of the future of Russia, 
and not in terms of the future of 
the working classes of the world. 

That is the way he has been 
thinking for many years, and the 
evolution of the Comintern has 
proved it. In fact, the issue: Russia 
versus the internationa! revolutipn, 
was the basis of Stalin's coming to 
power, and it is a law of politics 
that people maintain their power 
by the same means through which 
they achieve it 


Leadership 


Previous to the Russian revolu- 
tion there were international So- 
cialist and Labor movements with 
affiliations in every European 
country. But since there was no 
Socialist country, there was no 
leading power or visible national 
leadership. 

In 1919, after the success of the 
Bolshevik Socialists in Russia, 
Lenin founded the Third Inter- 
national. This was completely 
logical. For in Lenin's concept the 
Russian revolution was only the 
start of the world revolution, and 
Russia was not even the main ob- 
ject in the world revolution. This 
attitude was iilustrated when Trot- 
sky concluded the treaty of Brest 
Litovsk with Germany, under 
which large portions of the Rus- 
sian empire—notably the Ukraine 
—were given up. The theory back 
of this was that it did not matter 
whether the Ukraine was under 
Russian or German control, be- 
cause the world revolution would 
wash out nationalism anyhow. 

The concept of Lenin and Trot- 
sky was that it would be impossible 
to maintain the Russian revolution | 
in a capitalist world. They awaited 
the outbreak of the revolution in 
all the highly industrialized Euro- 
pean countries, and the Comintern 
was a genuinely revolutionary in- 
strument. But by the time of 
Lenin's death, in January, 1924, it 
was clear that his calculations had 
failed. Astonishingly enough, from 
the viewpoint of Communist 
theory, Russia had been successful 
in defeating the internal and ex- 
ternally-inspired counter -revolu- 


Communist parties in Europe, not {tory of Stalin over Trotsky, fifteen 


even those in defeated and chaotic 
countries, had achieved their own 
revolutions. 


Conflict 


In the fight over the successor- 
ship to Lenin, between Stalin and 
Trotsky, is to be seen the nucleus 
of the developments of this week, 
Stalin's idea was “Socialism in one 
country,” as a master-picture of 
what could be achieved. Trotsky 
clung to Marxian theory that this 
was both impossible and a be- 
trayal of the world revolutionary 
idea. In Trotsky’s opinion the 
Comintern took precedence over 
the Soviet Union. The Soviet 


years ago? 

It was not dissolved because 
Stalin saw in it a usefu! instrument 
for a quite different purpose than 
the one for which it was originaily 
formed. 

Stalin transformed the branches 
of the Comintern into outposts of 
Russian policy in the capitalistic 
countries. 

He feared an attack of the capi- 
talist world, by one country or a 
coalition, on the Soviet Union. The 
sole task of the Comintern there- 
fore, was to prevent this by awak- 
ening sympathy for the Soviet 
Union amongst the workers, and, 
in case they failed to prevent war, 


Union was but one victory of the| Upset the war machinery by 


Comintern, and even the life of the 
Soviet Union was worth risking for 


| greater purposes. 


The successive purges i:i Russia 
have been purges of this idea, and 
historically, it was not by chance 
that the first man to be shot as a 
result of the trials, was Zinoviev, 
the first president of the Comin- 
tern. 


Instrument 


Under these circumstances, con- 
sidering the fact that the Russian 
Communist party has always con- 
trolled the Comintern, with stern 
authoritarian leadership, why was 
it not dissolved after the final vic- 


strikes, sabotage, and if possible 
revolution. During this phase Com- 
munist policy was for military pre- 
paredness in Russia, and anti-mili- 
taristic and pacifistic in every 
other country. 

During this phase many “front” 
organizations were built up 
amongst liberal and pacifist groups, 
such as the organization whose

“The League Against War and 
Fascism.” 


But this policy, in its turn, was 
overthrown by the historical 
events.

Supporting hit argument that 
Canadians don't know Canadian 
history, Mr. Bruce Hutchison 
writes in the Victoria Times that 
few Canadians know where the 
British North America Act reposes. 

This, I might say, is down my 
alley. It is the only expert know- 
ledge I lay claim to. Hitherto I 
didn't think the knowledge counted 
for anything, but if Mr. Hutchison 
thinks it means I know Canadian 
history maybe he’s right. I like to 
hope so anyway. 

After the fashion of the fellows 
who prodded the sands for King 
Tut's tomb I conducted a lone 
search in London in 1937 and un- 
earthed the British North America 
Act in the Victoria Tower of West- 
minster. Some of the British offi- 
cials, | think, were more sufprised 
than I was. 

And now this week I have just 
seen the photostatic copy that we 
keep right here in the Archives. 
For the benefit of anyone caring to 
pass Mr. Hutchison’s history exam-

The widespread fear of Russia 
is one big fact in northern Europe 
that America and all of the Allies 
must deal with in their psycho- 
logical warfare now, as well as in 
making peace.

Before a paratrooper jumps from 
a plane, McNally explains, he con- 
nects his “static line” to an anchor 
cable running the length of the 
plane compartment. The static line, 
a cord about 15 feet long, is fast- 
ened in cross-cross folds on top of 
the parachute pack. When the 
jumper leaps the line pulls away 
from the pack and jerks off the 
"chute cover. Prop blast, known to 
British jumpers as “slip stream,” 
does the rest. 

That sudden blast of air whips 
the chute from its pack and bil- 

lows it out to support the Para- 
trooper on his descent. 


By jumping from a side door,| 


Canadian paratroopers claim, you 
get a better prop blast effect than 
when you jump through the bottom 
of the plane. Simple isn't it? 


USE 2 PARACHUTES 

In training, Canadian airborne 
troops use two parachutes. One is 
carried on the back and is opened 
by the tug of the static line. The 


other is an emergency chute, worn! 


onthe chest and opened “when 
needed.” 

Paratroopers are trained to count 
“one thousand, two thousand, three 


gives them a good three seconds 
fall. If the static line hasn't worked 
by then, they pull the ripcord on 
the emergency chute. 

“And if the emergency chute 
doesn't open,” one of the boys 
adds with a grin, “we land and re- 
port it to headquarters.” 

Nobody has had to do that yet. 
One of the first items on the train- 
ing program is the packing and 
maintenance of the parachutes. 

Surprisingly, most of the boys 
would rather jump in cold weather 
than in warm. 

“Cold air is denser, and lets you 
down more easily,” they explain.

“We recognize that Canada has 
always lived by trade — selling 
abroad certain goods which we pro- 
duce in addition to those required 


for our own needs, and in return, | 


purchasing other goods from 
abroad. 

“Only by selling abroad on this 
basis again can we secure a bal- 
anced post-war economy. Failing 
this, we might be compelled to 
liquidate, in whole or in part, some 
of our export industries. Therefore, 
our prime purpose must be, to- 
gether with our allies to recreate a 
world market.” 

The brief was presented by R. P 
Jellett, Montreal, president of the 
chamber of commerce; and Paul 
McFarlane, Montreal, chairman of 
the chamber's executive. 


REVISION OF TARIFF 

Dealing with effect on the fiscal 
policy of the reconstruction pro- 

gram proposed, the brief recom- 
mended that there should be revi- 
sion of the tariff, a review of the 
entire taxation policy, and a scien- 
tific examination of the revenue 
system as a whole. 

The brief recognized prevention

To Strengthen 


Laws Covering 
Horse Betting 


OTTAWA, “lay 28—(CP)—A 
general strengthening of the pro- 
visions governing betting on 
horse races and similar events is 
provided in the annual bill to 
amend the Criminal Code, intro- 
duced yesterday in the House of 
Commons by Justice Minister 
St. Laurent and given first read- 
ing, 

It provides that it will be suffici- 
ent to obtain a conviction on charge 
of maintaining betting premises if 
it can be proved that the premises 
have been used or are “intended or 
likely” to be used for that purpose. 


NEED LESS EVIDENCE 


Heretofore the Code required 
proof that such premises were 
opened for, or used for, such, pur- 
poses. The amendment was recom- 
mended by the attorneys - general 
for Ontario and British Columbia. 


Another amendment covers ad- 
vertising likely to assist book- 
making or betting on races or 
other similar events. it now is 
provided that a conviction may 
be obtained if the advertisement 
is proved “likely” to assist in 
such gambling where at present 
under the Code it is necessary to 
Prove that such advertising is 
“intended” for such purposes.

Coal Fires All Fronts? 


ANADA must increase coal production to maintain its war fronts— 
power for war plants, for railways, for merchantmen and fighting 
ships, heat for the nation’s welfare. 


Workers and mine operators must be aided in their vital task. More 
coal must be mined and delivered. Experienced coal mine workers 


must be added to mine staffs. 


A Proclamation of His Excellency the Governor General in Council 
declares a national emergency to exist in regard to coal supply. An 
Order in Council provides Regulations to make men available to 
mine coal. These are the main points in the new Regulations: 


EVERY EMPLOYER, REGARDLESS OF HIS INDUS. 
TRY, must advise his employees of these Regulations, 
and he must assist in discovering whether any of his 
employees have had previous experience as coal mine 
workers. 


EVERY EMPLOYEE, REGARDLESS OF HIS INDUS- 
TRY, who has had previous experience as a coal mine 
worker, must report that fact to his employer. 


A “COAL MINE WORKER” FOR THESE PURPOSES 
is anyone who, since January Ist, 1935, has worked 
under provincial certificate or license in or around a 
eoal mine, or who, since the same date, has becn 
employed for a total of at least 24 months in the 
production of coal (except at office work). 


EVERY EMPLOYER, NOT A COAL MINE OPER- 
ATOR, must report in writing to a Selective Service 
Officer, full details on any of his employees who are 
ex-coal mine workers. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE OFFICERS ARE AUTHOR. 
IZED to require excoal mine workers to report for 
interview and to accept work at a coal mine. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE OFFICERS MAY REQUIRE 
any man in any employment. if subject to Mobiliza- 
tion Regulations but rejected for Military Training, 
and certain others excused from Military Training, 
to accept employment at a coal mine. 


NO COAL MINE OPERATOR may terminate the 
services of any coal mine worker without written 
permission from a Selective Service Officer. 


NO COAL MINE WORKER may leave employment 
at a coal mine without written permission from a 


Selective Service Officer. 


EVERY EX-COAL MINE WORKER, returning to the 
industry under these Regulations, will be paid wages 
at the established rate for the job at which he is 
placed; and the Government will pay wages of 40 
cents an hour, 8 hours a day and 48 hours a week, 
to any ex-coal mine worker required to leave his 
present employment under these provisions, but not 
placed immediately at coal mining. 


A BOARD ALLOWANCE of not more than $7.50 a 
week may be paid an ex-coal mine worker now return- 
ing to a coal mine, if required to live away from the 
residence of his dependents. 

PRESENT AND FUTURE COAL MINE WORKERS 
will be granted postponement from Military Training 
to February Ist, 1944, by virtue of their occupation; 
and no coal mine worker will be accepted for volun- 
tary enlistment in the Armed Forces of Canada, prior 
to February Ist, 1944, except under permit to enlist 
from a Selective Service Officer. 


NO EMPLOYER IN CANADA, EXCEPT A COAL 
MINE OPERATOR, may solicit for employment or 
hire any ex<coal mine worker. % 
REGARDLESS OF ANY DOMINION OR PROVIN. 
CIAL LAW, male persons at least 16 years old may be 
employed as coal mine workers, and female persons 
at least 18 years old may be employed as surface coal 
mine workers. 

WAR EMERGENCY TRAINING CLASSES will be 
available for training men as coal mine workers. 

ANY EMPLOYER UNABLE TO REPORT IMMEDI. 
ATELY should advise the Employment and Selective 
Service Office of the date he will report. 


Such is the substance of the new regulations. Full details may be had at any Employ- 

ment and Selective Service Office. If these provisions require action on your part, 

you are urged in the national interest to act immediately. Severe penalties are pro- 

vided for non-compliance, but the Government relies on the co-operation of the 

citizens of Canada to make prosecution unnecessary by prompt action es required.

to revise their plans. Today they 
have moved more troops to the 
coast itself.

The Dieppe raid made them give 
up this plan, 

I mentioned that the back of the 
Luftwaffe was broken that day in 
August. Supporting evidence comes 
from the fact that except for the 
Canterbury raid when twelve Ger- 
mans were drowned, not one real 
aerial attack has been launched on 
Britain since Dieppe. The magni- 
ficent Focke-Wulfs destroyed that 
day certainly were not expendables,
